The first train sent out with 
; troops aboard was attacked and re­ 
turned hauling twenty-one dead and 
forty-two wounded, including Colonel 
Guzman, the commander. 
Although 
they carried mountain guns with them, 
j the troops were unable to use them. 
They were ambushed and riddled by 
a fire of the rebels from all sides. 
The ambuscade took place in a pass. 
Ma! Paso, and the rebels simply tore 
up the track in front of the train and 
began a merciless tire into the troops 
when they came to a halt in the pass. 
The rebels were behind rocks and 
temporary 
breastworks on the two 
sides of the pass. 
The federal troops 
poured out of tne cars arid stood their 
ground for five hours, but had to re­ 
tire. 
This was reported by Mexican 
officials as a victory, but when the 
train returned to Chihuahua with for- 
. ty-two wounded on it, admission was 
made that the train ran into an am­ 
buscade and General Hernandez de­ 
clared that no further efforts would b# 
made to send reinforcements by train. 
The wounded victims readily told their 
story of the trap into which they ran.

Chicago, Dec. 2 1 — John D. Rocke 
feller has given the University of Chi­ 
cago another $10,000,000. 
His total 
gifts to this institution in twenty-one 
years aggregate $35,000,000. 
With the announcement of this lat­ 
est gift Mr. Rockefeller severed his 
official relations with the institution. 
The great school is to get no further 
support from the oil king. 
Announce­ 
ment of the gift and the withdrawal 
of Mr. Rockefeller from any control of 
the university was made by Martin A. 
Ryerson, president of the board of 
trustees, at the seventy-seventh con­ 
vocation of the University of Chicago. 
The donation consists of income-bear­ 
ing securities of the "present market 
value of $10,000,000,” set aside from 
the funds of the general educational 
board. Mr. Rockefeller's $53,000,000 ed­ 
ucational foundation. 
The sum is to 
be delivered in ten equal annual in­ 
stallments, beginning Jan. I. 1911. 
By the term s of the letter written 
by Mr. Rockefeller to President Jud- | 
son and the university trustees and j 
read by Mr. Ryerson, the founder with­ 
draws from the board of trustees his 
personal representative. Fred T. Gates 
and John I). Rockefeller, jr.

tions the gift as single and final.

withdrawal has never been considered 
a possibility, and many of the faculty 
m em bers said they were amazed at the 
action. 
The university, as the result 
of Mr Rockefeller's announcement, is 
free to use the $35,000,000 property as 
it desires.

Dec. 20.— By an explo­ 
sion of Pintsch gas. used for lighting 
railroad cars, which demolished the 
transform er house of the New York 
Central's power station at Lexington 
avenue and Fiftieth street, wrecked 
the interior* of buildings in the neigh­ 
borhood and shook the city for half a 
mile around as though by earthquake 
shock, ten persons were killed and 
nearly a hundred were injured. A fro' 
ley car which was passing the power 
station at the time of the explosion 
was blown from the tracks and several 
of its passengers were killed. 
The 
whirlwind of concussion broke every 
pane of glass in the buildings within 
two blocks of the explosion, tore the 
gashes from the casem ent' and tossed 
the inm ates about amid the wreck of 
the furni*hings. 
Scarcely a pane of 
glass or a window sash w as left intact 
along Lexington avenue from Forty- 
sixth street to Fifty-second street, and 
in the side streets as far east as Third 
avenue.
